In order io which, the Miſtreſs of each School being ſuppoſed to be qualified with true Chriſtian Zeal, Knowledge, and piety, is to make it 
Her Bulineſs to purtue tuch means as arc molt likely to anſwer the great Deſigns for which the School was Erected. 

And, in the Firſt place, Let Her conſtantly attend Her proper Buſineſs in the School, during the Hours appointed for Teaching, 
14. trom 7 to 11 in the Horning, and from 1105 in the Evening, in the Summer-time ; and from 8 to 11 in the Morning, and from 
to 4in Winter; that She may be ready to improve theſe Poor Children in good Learning to the utmoſt of Her Power, to prevent the Dit- 
orders which frequently happen tor want of the Miſtrefſes Preſence and Care. | 

And fince RELIGION is the chict thing aimed at, and the moſt ſubſtantial Advantage of Education, let the Miſtreſs chiefly mind and 
mien this, cart ly Inftructing the Children in the Principles thereof, as they are laid down in the Church-Caterhiſn. 

And becauſe the Ninds of fume Children are dark, and many times dull and inapprehenſive of the meaning of what they learn, let 
not the Mir content her felf with making her Scholars get the Catechiſm by rote, nor with the repeating it now and then for forms 
jake, but let due Care be taken that they pronounce it diſtinctiy and plainly ; and that they be taught the Meaning and Deſign of it, in 
order to the conivientions Practiing ot it, explaining it fully to the meaneſt Capacity, by the help of ſome good Expoſition : Let this be 
done at Icaſt twiec a Weck, that every thing in the Catechiſu may be the more perfectly repeated and underſtood. 

Let the Milreſs teach the true Spelling ot Wards, and Diſtinction of Syllables, with the Points and Stops, which is abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary to tric Reading, and ferves alto to make the Childrex more mindful of what they Read. | | 

When any of the Chil dro can Read tolcrabiy well in the Bible, let them be asked, after they have donc Reading, how any Wor! 
in the Chapter is tpulr, or what they remember? which will quicken their Obſervation, either of the Hiſtory, or of ſome practical Truth 
therein contained: This they may be won to by Encouragement, either of taking Places, or of ſome ſmall Gift now and then; and 
thus, by degrees, the wnole Hiſtory, Gencalogy and Chronology of the Bible, might, in time, be throughly underſtood and remembred by the 
Chiliiren, as it hath been pracriſed in forme good Se Hells. 5 | 

As to their Manners, let the Miſtreſs ſeriouſly endeavour (by all means) to impreſs the Principles of the. Fear of God, and of 
Chriſtin Truth, Juſtice, Integrity, Patience, Temperance, and all good Morals in their Hearts and Conſciences; and let her diſcou- 
rage, by proper Puniſhments, all appearances of Lying and Deceit, Thicving and Intemperance , Stubbornneſs and Impicty.

Lec the AMijtreſs give the Girls fome Exerciſe every Night, either to get a Pſalm, or any part of a practical Chapter in the Old 
or New Inet by heart, or to Write it down, or any thing elſe they obſerved in their reading the Day before; or elſe a Sum in A- 
rithmcrick ; by which means they will have ſomething to employ their Minds at their vacant Hours, and will alſo learn how to expreſs them- 
(elves, as well as thote who are ſentto Grammar-Schools, by making Exercifes. e 15 | ” 

Let the Mitre take all opportunities to bring the Children to the publick Prayers, and ſtrictly to enjoyn them to behave them- 
lelves with profound Reverence while they are in the Houſe of God. Let Her alto Nr them to Church twice every Lord's 
day, and every Holiday; and let them be publickly Catechized by the Miniſter when they are fit for it. ns 

Let there be Prayers in the School every Day, and the Children taught to pray at home, Morning, Noon and Night, and to ſay Grace 
before aud after Neat. 

Aiter the Mf has taught them their Prayers, and Graces (to be ſaid as before directed) She is to exact of them every Friday, or any 
one day in the Weck, to repeat them over diſtinctly one after another, and at the ſame time toacquaint them with the Majeſty and All- 
Seeing Exc of God, their own Sinfulneſs and Unworthineſs of being admitted into His Preſence, and the Honour He does them in 
hearing their Petitions, which therefore ought ro make them very Humble and Reverent before God, and ſeriouſly Attentive and Affecti-

Let the Names of the Children be call'd over every Morning and Afternoon, to know whether they come conſtantly at the Schoot- 
hours; and it any be miſſing, without ſufficient Cauſe, let Her Name be marked with a [TJ if Tardy, or an [A] if Abſent, in a 
Monthly Journal, to be laid before the Truſtees every time they meet, in order to the Correction of ſuch as make Default. 

The Parents are to take particular care to ſend their Children clean Waſh'd and Comb'd to School, leſt they prove Offenſive by Ver-

The Girls are to wear their Caps and Bands every day, that the Truſteesand Benefactors may know them, and ſce what their Behaviour

The Deſigu of theſe Schools being only for the Benefit of ſuch poor Girls, whoſe Parents are not able to give them any Learning, 
The Miſtreſſes ſhall not take any other Scholars beſides thoſe appointed them, under the penalty of forfeiting their Places. | 

To prevent any Corruption from creeping into theſe Schools, the Miſtreſſes are neither to demand, nor receive any Money from the poor 
Chil-lvens Parents at their Entrance, or Breaking-up, or upon any other account, but to content themſelves with the Salarys allowed them. 

That the Children may be ſpecdily improved, They ſhall not be ſuffered to Ereak-up above three times a Year, at the three great 
Feſtivals, and by no mcans at the time of Bartholomew Fair, where there are ſo many ill Examples and Opportunities of Corruption.
